ORDER 

New Delhi, the 15th February, 1990 

S.O. 146(C),—Whereas the Central Govern¬ 
ment is of the opinion that heavier weights 
than those specified in the notification of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Surface 
Transport No. S.O. 416(E) dated the 8th June, 
1989, issued under sub-section (1) of section 58 
of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1988 (59 of 1988), 
may be permitted for vehicles of the type speci¬ 
fied in Column (1) of the schedule annexed to 
this Order in the locality specified in the corres¬ 
ponding entry in column (2) of the said schedule; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers 
conferred by the proviso to sub-section (3) 
of section (5S) of the said Act, the Central 
Government hereby directs that the provisions 
of the said sub-section (3) shall apply to the 
said type of vehicles, subject to the modification 
that in the certificate of registration of such 
vehicles there may be entered that gross vehicle 
weight and the registered axle weight of any of 
the axles of such vehicles not exceeding the 
weight specified in column (3) and (4) respect- 
ted of the said schedule: -

2. The above relaxation for the purpose of 
assigning higher weight limits in respect of the 
vehicle, the operation of the vehicle within the 
limits of State of Maharashtra as per the recom¬ 
mendation of the State Government of Maha¬ 
rashtra.

(j) Load restrictions on various roads sti¬

and will also be subject to such conditions as the 
State Govcrnmcnt/Local Bodies may specify for 
the safety of structures, roads bridges, culverts 
and with due regard to safety to all road users, 
for which the State PWD/Local Bodies and the 
Police authorities will be kept duly informed by 
the operator, every time the operations arc 
affected.
